outline of the method by which mili­ 
tary registration is to be f aeried out 
under the selective conscription bill 
has been made public, with an appeal 
from the war department for the vol­ 
untary services of stat** election and 
other officials, that there may be no 
(blay in enrolling and classifying mil­ 
lions of men for army duty. 
Careful preparation has been made 
to place tile whole task in tile hands 
of civilian officials of tile states and 
to remove every suggestion of mili­ 
tary force in putting the measure into 
effect. 
The only fun* Hon of the fed­ 
eral government will be supervision 
through the office of tile provost mar 
shat general- Tile department's state­ 
ment follows; 
“There was a time in Hie country’s 
history 
when military 
enamel ators, 
backed by bayonets, went out among 
the people to (ak*- a compulsory serv­ 
ice census. 
Today, under the prin­ 
ciple of univoc al liability to service, 
the execution of the law is put into 
the hands of the people. 


All Eligibles Must Register.

All persons within th* age Binits pre­

Volunteer Registrars Wanted.

If, for Instance, all men 
between 19 and 25 >eirs of age in-1 
elusive, are to in* register 'd the reg j 
istrar would lune to enroll about 7 
per rent of the pre*,:nct population 
“it is desirable to accept tin* sent-1 
ices of competent volunteer registrars i 
to serve without compensation.
